that would retain His Excellency the Governor in Hong Kong. 


It is an unfortunate but inevitable defect of all systems of ad-' 


ministration that one must take the rough ‘with the smooth, 
defects with qualities. The Governor came to us with the train- 
ed skill and experience endowed ‘by: years of’ ‘diversified tasks 
done with his quiet efficiency elsewhere, and the natural result 


| of a unified service is that each of those spheres has had to lose 


him when he was needed elsewhere. Now it is our turn. It 
would be churlish to interfere or try to interfere with the pro- 
‘gress of a successful carcer merely because it is’ successful. ~ 

The principle of official secrecy is one that is mort carefully 
observed by those who benefit by it the least, the beat officials. 
It is not easy therefore to assess accurately what share any 
man has had in inaugurating a new policy or bringing an old 
one to success. But the popular instinct is correct in associat- 
ing the name of the responsible Governor. with any improvement 
that takes place during his term of office. It is he who has 
seen the problem and faced it, however much others may. have 
prepared the way or assisted. What features then will be 
specially associated with His’ Excellency’s short period of office? 

First we may. undoubtedly put the introduction of a rational 
currency, without which we should still be at the mercy of every 
gust of excitement in Shanghai and electoral interests in 
the United States. One has only to read speeches. delivered in 
the recent Presidential campaign, Western speeches prociaim- 
ing inflation as a short cut to Paradise, and Eastern speeches 
declaring it a broad and easy road to Gehenna, to realise what 
a relief it is that a Hong Kong merchant should be able to get 
on with his business instead of hanging on the Nps of men who. 
have perhaps never heard of Hong Kong, and would not care 
two cents about us if they had. The wonder is that when 


‘London had long ago adopted the principles of a managed cur- 


rency with gold as a backing, nobody had thought of applying 
them to silver-using countries. Our present system of control 
should have been introduced a couple of years earlier, but we 
may at least be thankful that at last the folly of tying ourselves 
to elther metal when both had come under speculative control 
did at last become obvious. ‘ ; 

The second development that owes much to His Exceliency 
ig the opening-up of Hong Kong as an airport. For years half- 
hearted negotlations had been going on, with this Colony used 
as a bargaining counter for the attainment of ideal terms for 
Imperial Airways elsewhere. There waa the annoying persist- 
ence of China in particular ‘in refusing reciprocity, but that was 
adopt a Chinese 
Air transport is an exponsive business, and will never 
be a complete success without complete co-operation on some 
such principles as those of the Postal Union. Those principles 
did. not win their way by standing. sloof to walt for general 
unanimity. They were adopted gradually by such countries as 
saw. their usefulness'and success. The rest Joined up, convinced 
by a practical demonstration, when logic would have merely 
continued to produce scepticism. . 

Another very valuable item on the side of prosperity has 
been the excellent relations established with Canton. With South 
China our interests are identical so far as commerce fs concerned, 
and without commerce there would not be much left of our 
Colony. Canton influence is great, and good feeling in the South. 
is a help to British relationships in the North. : : 

A last point may be made of the balancing of the Budget 
at the end of the year, which in faco of the adverse conditions 
‘was something of a triumph.

en H. K. Leans. 
Nearer To Europe 


Would you believe it 
if you were told that 
the earth’s crust is 
sufficiently elastic in‘its 
oscillations that there is 
often a variation from 
month to month of as 
much as thirty yards in 
the distances between 


Hong Kong and Lon- 
don? 

Most. people anid rialeute 
the suggestion. Yet such is 
the theory now being explored 
by a noted Far East astronom- 
ist, Father Lejay of Zikawel 
Observatory in Shanghaji, and 
so keonly interested are ‘scten- 
tifie circles throughout the 
world that special observations 
are now being taken at various 
points. 

Father, Lejay has already, lio 
gays, measured one-twontisth of 
tho carth’s surface, in the form 
of gravity measurements, and tha 
task {is still going on. 

Membor of the French Aca- 
demy of Science and general 
director of the Zikaweil Observa- 
tory, Father Lejay has just re- 
turned to the Far East after an 
absence of two years, during 
which time he has-been attending 
conferences and = furthoring his 
atudics, 

The theory which ventures the 
Iden that Hong Kong is some 
times much eloser to Eurqpe than 
at. others is known in scientific 
circles ns Wergener’s Theory and 
it waa the subject of a highly in- 
teresting if technical discussion 
at the recent International Astro- 
nomical Conference in Paris, 
which Father Lejay attended, | 

The theory has caught the po- 
pular fancy because it pointed 
out that the configuration of the 
east const of South Ameried and 
the west coast of Africa are such 
that they seem once to have form- 
ed .a single continent, brokon 
apart in some exceptionally ‘vio- 
lent “oscillation” as it were. 

It js now suggested that the 
two halves sre gradually drawing 
even further apart, at the rate of 
about one yard per annum. Test- 
ing of the theory, therefore, will 
not be possible in a poriod of less 
than fifty years, 


THEORY CAUSES 


FURORE 


Father Lejay’s theory, which 
caused o furore in ecientific cir- 
cles when he advanced it, 1s based 
on ao study of the time lags in 
‘passage of stara taken between 
Siccawei and European stations, 
and Is to thé effect that the con- 
tinents of Europe and Asia, for 
example, are in a continual state 
of oscillation, so that there often 
is an apparent difference in the 
distance hetween Paris and 
Hong Kong of as much as thirty 
metres in any one month. 

There are three main. theories 
advanced to explain this apparent 
difference in the Jongitudinal dis- 
tance, which is fiken on verticals 
drawn between(the centre of the 
earth and the ace concerned. 
The first is that owing to metto- 
rological disturbances, the dirdc- 
tion to the star may not be a truc 
one when passing through: the 
vertical plane, owing to the light 
from the star ‘being deflected. A 
‘layman’s idea of this theory may 
be seen by placing a stick at an 
angle Into a bucket of water, the 
light coming from tho star being 
deflected in the same way by tho 
atmosphere. Anothor.theory is 
that the movement of masses with- 
in the earth itself affects-the vor- 
tical ‘drawn from the.centre of the 
earth, its centre of gravity being 
changed by theso displacements. 
The third is that owing to the 
movement of the carth’s crust, the 
distanco between the two citics Ja, 
in actual fact, oscillating. Sicca- 
wel Observatory fs still making 1 
study of the problem:

circles, a Conference of Directors, 
as it was,called, at Warsaw.

The oponing of the Amorica- 
ing extension to Hong Kong 
Manila air route with its impond- 
made a big improssion {n Meteoro- 
logical circles, and has made it 
more necessary than ever to have 
direct communications organised, 
and for the unification of codes 
and the times of obsorvation. 

With regard to his gravity mea- 
surements, !Father Lejay said he 
had already coverod most of the 
Far Enst, France, Syria and a 
part of Palestine. “In Syria, | 
was captured by bandits,” ho re- 
marked in an off-hand manner, It 
appears that'the bandits sudden- 
ly surprised the geodetic expedi- 
tion Inte one night, and had taken 
possession of all of Father Lojay’s 
money. Suddenly, a party of Bri- 
tish policemen appeared out of 
the darkness, purely by chance as 
it transpired, , and the bandits 
put to rout. ‘Father Lejay  diu 
migxed.the whole incident with a 
wave of his hand, but ex- 
preased his great "relief that the 
marauders, although they had 
taken ‘his money, had not touched 
his gravity . monsuring . inatru- 
ments, 


COMPLETION 
IN FIVE YEARS - 


He has already measured one- 
twenticth of the earth’s surface in 
this study, establishing gravity- 
measuring stations at distances 
of about fifty to o hundred kilo- 
metres, depending + on. clrcum- 
stances. A prominent Nether- 


lands. scientist was engaged in a|’ 


simildr study at the bottom of the 
seas in a submarine, and between 
them they hoped to have covered 
the entire globe within the course 
of the next five or ten years, with 
the help of other acientists who 
were now taking the study up. 

This study will solve many pro- 
blems in connection with the alze, 
internal ‘structure and = equili- 
‘brium of the earth, he sald, and 
after casually remarking,;.“I have 
discovered the regions and proba- 
bly the canse of earthquakes,” he 
proceeded to be rather technical 
with the assistance of a pnd and 
pencil, 


1 In the briefest possible lan- 
‘guage, at a certain distance below 
‘tho crust ‘of ‘the earth one arrives 
‘at a point which might be called 
‘the level of equilibrium, where 
the pressure from above Is about 
equal.. In the case of a mountain, 
the pressure below it: is naturally 
increased, ‘with the result that 
there is a sort: of depression at 
the level of equilibrium to ;coun- 
teract it. 

This is aj! very well -{n.most 
cases, but.in. the, event of a hard 
rock forma.tion,: for instance, at 
the Jevel: of equilibrium, the 
counteracting .depression ia, af 
course, iimipossible. A. severe 
strain is put on this rock forma- 
tion at the. points whore the pres- 
sure is not the ordinary one, and 
it cracks from time to time.

of ozone fn the atmosphere in 
Shanghai was greater during anti- 


cyclonic formations, and smaller 


during ‘the depression — peribds. 
This was in direct opposition to 


_|the reaults found in Europe, and 


more particularly in Englond, by 
Professor G. M. B. Dobson, Reader 
In Moteorology at the University 
of Oxford, who is, Father Lojay 
said, probably ono of tho grenteat 
masters in the world on this sub- 
ject. 

Why should there be this differ- 
ence? Now, the amount of ozone 
at tho North Pole is roughly twice 
that at the cquator, Father 
Leiny’s theory, which has been 
dubbed: the “transportation” 
theory, is that the ozone travels 
with the anti-cyclones, which in 
this region come from Siberia to 
the equator and in Europe from| 
the Azores, 

His theory caused some constor- 
nation when it ‘was first announ- 
ced, as it had long been assumed 
that the alr in the upper atmos- 
phere was motionless and ozone 
vartations duc locally to sun ra- 
diatlon changings. His theory 
has since been supported by the 
fact that Piccard and the National 
Geographic Soctety's. balloonists 
found strong winds blowlng in the 
so-called “stratosphere.” Fathor 
Lejay says he is continuing his 
studies in this connection as if 
definite readings -made in the 
stratosphere of its movements can 
be corresponded with similar 
readings of movements in the 
lower atmosphere, it might well 
be possible to predict movements 
in the Iower atmosphere with 
greater accuracy. 

Further studics, he «went on, 
will also be made of the amount 
of water vapour in the air by. ab- 
sorption, while he..will also’ try 
to aolve the difficult problem of 
ascertaining the total nmount of 
oxygen in the atmosphere. .In

FRENCH FINANCE 
IN POLAND 


- Allocation Of Very - 
Large Loans 


- Warsaw, Yesterday. 

A law which has been passed 
by the Polish Council of Min- 
istera provides for the alloca- 
tion of 1,000,000,000 zlotky to 
the national ‘defence fund for 
the years 1937 to 1940. 

This sum will -be obtained prin- 
cipally from the French loan and 
commercial ecredita. In addition 
to the prevent French loan, which 
will be drawe upon for the whole 
military budget for 1937, a fur- 
ther supplementary loan up to 
400,000,000 zlotky and additional 
commercial credits, are envisaged. 

A second Joan approved. by the 
Council authorises. and expendi- 
ture of 264,000,000 zlotky in the 
year 1937 on the improvement and 
extension of state-owned under- 
‘takings. The money will be pro- 
vided by the Work Fund and the 
State Finance Institute, and will 
be invested with a view to improv- 
ingt the military efficiency of the 
country, —Trans-Ocean.

Shanghai, Saturday. 

The general military drive by 
the . Nanking Government 
forces against the Shensi re- 
bels under General Yang Hu- 
cheng, which was due to start 
yesterday, has again been- sus- 
pended temporarily. 


The reason for the holding up 
of the projected drive is to enable 
genera! Li Chung-kan, the north- 
ern peace delegate who arrived in 
Nanking from Sianfu on Thurs- 
day, to complete his mission. 


Chinese press reports state that 
General Yang Hu-cheng has 
agreed to withdraw his troops to 
north of the Wei River and to os- 
tablish his headquarters at San- 
yuan, about 30 miles north of 
Sianfu. Well-informed quarters, 
however, suspect that this I 
merely a aubterfuge. 


Although sporadic fighting be- 
tween the Central Government 
troops’ and the rebele occurred 
early in the week, the situation on 
the front.at present fa quiet, The 
Government continued — to con- 
centrate troops in the neighbour- 
hood of Tungkwan.—Reuter.
